There is no outlet, nothing todo with a good public 
opinion when it is formed ; and there are less effectual means

of producing it than in any constitutional and free country. 
People can make no use of good thoughts if they have them ; 
and the law seems to take extreme care that they shall not 
have them. } 

The most obvious phenomenon just now in American 
politics, is the most remarkable instance of the im- 
potence of the popular opinion which it is possible to conceive. 
A new Parliament was elected last November, yet a whole 
year, till the 10th of December next, may elapse ere it sits. 
The old Parliament will sit till March. Thus there is 
a Legislature in suspended animation; there is one Parlia- 
ment which has the same opinion as the nation, which cannot 
speak, and there is another Parliament which holds an extinct 
opinion that can speak. In times of quick change, and such 
are all times of momentous revolution, a month is an epoch 
and a year an age. The lesson of the last two years ought to 
have taught the Northerners much, and we believe that it 
has taught them much; but they can make no use of their 
augmented wisdom. The President sits firm in his seat for 
two years more: the House of Representatives which has 
just been elected is dumb, gagged, and silent. 

It is true that the President may, if he pleases, call the new 
representatives together after March next. But the very 
reason which renders that meeting desirable, also makes it un- 
likely that Mr Lincoln will convene it. It is a Parliament in 
which his opponents have a majority. The Republicans—Mr 
Lincoln’s party—have a majority in the Congress which is 
dying: the opposition to him have a majority in the infant 
Parliament which is born but cannot speak. Of course he will 
try to obtain all conceivable aid, to extract all possible money 
from his moribund friend, instead of bestowing premature life 
and speech on his youthful enemy. Mr Lincoln is the last 
man, probably, in America to wish the new Congress to meet, 
and yet he is the sole person who can cause it to meet for one 
whole year, till its opinions are old and perhaps inappli- 
cable, till the fresh vigour of the thoughts and interests which 
produced it has passed away. 

The design of this strange arrangement was to erect a 
barrier against momentary excitement, but it succeeds in sus- 
pending the popular sovereignty. The Americans may be 
governed by the opinions of the supreme people, but it is by 
| yesterday’s opinion. The real voice of to-day is hushed; the 
| voice which utters the hated fallacies of the past is loud and 
| voluble. If we wished to prevent by law the formation of a 
| sound national judgment, could we discover a better way than to 
| suspend its action till the facts had changed,—till a new year 
| had been “rung in” and an old year “ rung out,””—till it was 
itself forgotten ? 

And even when the Congress does meet it is nearly 
powerless. It has, indeed, one most powerful remedy, but 
|is a remedy too powerful to use. In the middle of the 
| war it may stop the supplies —it may refuse to grant 
money for the defence of the State. But it is only in the 
| most extreme cases that such a remedy could be used, for it 
| would place the North at the mercy of the South, If the 
| supplies were not granted, if the army were unpaid, if its sol- 
| diers melted away, Jefferson Davis would take Washington, 
and both the soliciting President and the refusing Congress 
| would either be prisoners or exiles. A remedy which involves 
self-destruction is but a remedy in name. 

Congress, if it does not use this extreme resource, has no 
resource. It can legislate, but its acts may be vetoed ; it 
may inquire, but its inquiries will be unavailing, and may 
hardly be answered; it may debate, but no one will 
hear ; it may threaten, but no one will heed. The House 
of Representatives, therefore, instead of being the vital 
| centre, the “very pulse” of the constitutional machine, 

like the House of Commons here, is but an incidental aid, a 
contingent accessory to the daily Government. All but one thing 
| can be done without it, and that one thing, except in some in- 
_ tolerable and scarcely possible crisis, it cannot choose but do. 

The discouragement to the formation of a sound public 
opinion is obvious. The stimulant which in parliamentary 
countries excites to that formation is disused. We here 
| listen to parliamentary debates, and have a daily, critical, 
| eager opinion on parliamentary issues, because those issues are 
decisive. A division and a debate may change our rulers— 
| may either change or strengthen them. The whole conduct 
of the Government is publicly examined by those who wish 
| to destroy it in the presence of those who can destroy it.

The effect is bad enough. It would have seemed enough} 
to prevent national instruction by parliamentary debate, t9| 
deprive that debate of practical effect ; but, as if it were very] 
sedulous in the matter, the American Constitution goes fur} 
ther. It prevents the speakers from being good. In this| 
country the national instructors in politics are our greatest} 
our most tried and trusted statesmen,— those who/ 
have most training in and most responsibility for great] 
affairs, —those who mean to be Ministers and thom! 
who are Ministers. But the American nation cannot hear 
these in debate at all. The President or Prime Minister andj} 
the Ministers of his Cabinet are by law excluded from the 
Legislative Chamber. Those who act cannot s and thos 
who speak cannot act. Those who want to be Ministers are a| 
dumb as those who are Ministers. An English debate is eu-| 
ducted by our principal politicians towards a proximate result: | 
an American debate by inferior politicians towards no result, | 
We are, therefore, asking too much when we expect from the] 
Americans a definite and rational judgment on politics such| 
as we have here. They would have to decide in the abeenes| 
of argument and without a motive. We decide after the best] 
argument, with a strong motive. 

As the control of public opinion is thus defective, it neces 
sarily follows that the uncontroverted Executive is proportion- 
ably supreme. For the moment the President is the United | 
States ; he is the representative of their nationality, and the} 
mainspring of their Government. In time, of course, a) 
public opinion might be framed strong enough to compel his} 
obedience, but, from the causes we have explained, far mon 
time would be requisite here than there. A revolutionary | 
convention might also dissolve the present Constitution; | 
but that is a remote speculation. For the present, 
what has been said is true, the function of public opinion, 
which would have been slow from physical causes, from the 
area of thé Federation, and the incessant industrial occupation 
of every one, has been retarded by the unnatural influence of 
the artificial Constitution ; and when formed, it is long rendered 
useless by the same influence. What rules, is not the present 
opinion, but a former opinion. The Government of the 
Federal States is certainly in some sense self-government, 
but then it is a Government, not by the present self of the 
people, but the past self. 





THE GREEK POLICY OF THE MINISTRY. 
In the Gazette of Tuesday was printed a memorandum pre 
sented by Mr Elliot to the President of the Provisional 
Government of Greece, explaining the conditions on which 
Great Britain is willing to see the Ionian Islands united to the 
Kingdom of Greece, and to endeavour “to gain the concur 
“rence of the other Powers by which the seven islands and 
“ their dependencies were placed as a separate State under 
“the Protectorate of the British Crown.” The terms 
made are not very numerous nor very onerous. They condition 
for a Constitutional Monarchy, and for the choice of & 
Monarch who should represent a pacific and constitutional 
policy, and especially who should not represent hostility 
to Turkey. “I am to take care in my communications om 
“ this subject,” says Mr Elliot, “to make it understood that 
“the election of a Prince who should be the symbol and 
“ precursor of revolutionary disturbance or of the adoption of a1 
“aggressive policy towards Turkey, would prevent any relin- 
“quishment of Her Majesty’s Protectorate of the [Ionian 
“ Islands.” Her Majesty’s Government wish to see on the throne 
of Greece a Prince “from whom they can expect a regard for re 
“ ligious liberty, a respect for constitutional freedom, and a sit- 
“ cere love of peace,”—and the Ionian Islands are to be the re 
ward of such a choice, and only of such a choice. Lord Russell

Yet, in spite of the unexceptionable conditions,—unexcep- 
tionable we mean even to those who judge the Ministry by their 
acknowledged principles and precedents,—on which the Ionian 
Islands are offered to Greece, our Tory contemporaries are 

ing to get up asilly cry of “ dismemberment of the Empire,” 
and to make this very wise action of the Government serve for 
its destruction. Let us, therefore, briefly exhibit our reasons 
for believing that no ministerial determination of recent 

will do so much to strengthen the foreign policy of the 
English Government and increase the cohesion of the Empire, 
as the offer which the Ministry has made to Greece in this 
crisis of her political trial and political disappointment at our 
refusal to give her an English dynasty. 

In the first place, then, this is not an act of imperial weak- 
ness, nor even of apparent weakness, but of generous imperial 
strength, During the season of Ionian disaffection and mu- 
tiny, we held our own with a strong hand. When all Europe 
was crying out that we, who stimulated Italy to revolution, 
did not hesitate to oppress the feeble State of the seven 
islands, we answered the false statement of course, but never 
| flinched from our position. But now, when England is in 

high favour with the Greeks,—when they have paid us the 
compliment of pressing the Greek Crown on one of our own 
Princes,—when even the affected and theatrical hatred of 
the Ionian islanders has given place to something very 
like hesitation about accepting the permission to go for which 
they have so long sued,—when England stands far stronger in 
relation to Europe than she has ever stood since the accession 
of the French Emperor,—we say to Greece: ‘If you will 
‘adopt an English moderation in your revolution and fall 
‘into the English policy for your neighbour Turkey, we are 
‘ willing to do all in our power to increase the importance of 
‘ your European position by giving you a State that has been 
‘held to be the key of the Adriatic, and adding new elements, 
‘and at least 25 per cent. in numbers, to your population.’ 
That is not an act of weakness. Taken in connection with 

| the conditions on which we make the offer, and the obvious 
motive for softening our refusal to let Prince Alfred assume 
the throne, it is a policy of dignified strength which all 
Europe admires. 

Again, this is not an act of imperial selfishness, but of im- 

rial generosity. There is no taunt commoner against the 

lish foreign policy, no taunt that has oftener had apparent 
justification, than this of an absorbing selfishness. In what 
we are now doing the honest disinterestedness of the Govern- 
ment is conspicuous. It makes conspicuous the true motive 
which has influenced the English statesmen in declining for 
Prince Alfred the Greek sceptre,—not any cowardly fear of 
France or Russia; but an honest good-will to Greece, a wish to 
see her governed by some tried statesman who can consolidate 
the Government, and a sincere dislike to that policy of in- 
trusive national aggrandisement which both France and Russia 
are but too desirous to open for themselves in the East. In 
this matter England has proved, not by words but by deeds, 
that she deeply disapproves the policy of encroachment, and 
will do all in her power to secure Greece against the en- 
| croachment even of English influence. 


Again, there never was a moment when it was more essen- 
| tial to fortify the English diplomacy in its efforts to remove 
| France from Rome, and Austria from Venetia. We all know 

the reply which is made, not by statesmen alone, but by the in- 
telligence of Europe, to our representations on these subjects. 
It is said that we urge others to do what no earthly consider- 
ation would ever persuade England todo. We, it is urged, 
| never yet receded, except by compulsion, from a foot of terri- 
tory we had called our own. We press upon others a policy 
which we should disdain to imitate ourselves. The force of 
these representations cannot be denied. Never was it more 
essential for England to prove by her own example that 
she would herself accept the obligations she urges upon others. 
The Liberalism of our foreign policy had never greater need 
to free itself from the charge of Pharisaism than now. And 
im the Ionian Islands we have the very opportunity we 
|Tequire. We can there recognise legitimately the 
worth of the aspirations after national unity. We 
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ean prove that if we do not recognise them in Ireland 


and in India, it is from other and deeper reasons,—not be- 
cause we deny for a moment the substantial worth of this 
wish for independent freedom. It is scarcely possible to 
exaggerate the moral advantage that this concession will give 
to our diplomatists in France and in Austria. The stay of 
the French troops at Rome can never be justified by reasons 
one-tenth part so plausible as those we might find to justify 
our retention of the Ionian Islands. Some doubt might be 
cast on the competence of Greece to govern the surrendered 
territory,—and on the advantage to Greece from union with 
these outlying and unruly islands :—in the Roman question, on 
the other hand, there is no manner of such doubt. The Italian 
Government has proved that it can rule Italy without Rome ; 
and every one knows how infinitely easier the task would be if 
this little wedge of conspiracy and misrule were not driven 
right into the very heart of Italy than it now is. There isno 
argument, other than ecclesiastical, which can be urged in ex- 
cuse of the Protectorate at Rome, which could not be urged 
with far greater force in excuse of the Protectorate of the 
Ionian Islands,—a Protectorate which was indeed forced on 
England by the other Powers, while the Protectorate of France 
was assumed proprio motu. 

Many of the reasons, however, which induce France to 
prolong her Roman occupation are strictly ecclesiastical, and 
our position in the Ionian Islands is, therefore, more strictly 
analogous to that of Austria in Venice. Venice was given back 
to Austria by the same treaty by which the Ionian Islands were 
given to England. Venice is, however, far more closely united 
to Italy, both physically and morally, than the Ionian 
Islands to Greece, and there is no argument at all which 
can be urged against our occupation there which might 


not be urged with tenfold force against the occupation ;

self sees the matter. 
most violent remonstrance against the English proposal is that 
of the Austrian official press. It sees at once the diplomatic 
drift of the proceeding,—the moral advantage we shall gain 
for our foreign policy by it,—and raises, like the Tory 
press here, the foolish cry of the danger of dismemberment. 
Nothing can be a better testimony to the wisdom of the 
English policy, and we have no manner of doubt that the 
country will accept and welcome it as in the highest degree 
honourable to Lord Russell's statemanship. 


PROGRESS, AMOUNT, AND EXPENSIVENESS OF 
ENGLISH CRIME. 

Te increase or decrease of crime as shown by official statistics 
by no means always agrees with the impression prevailing in 
the public mind at any particular period. This discrepancy 
arises from two causes. In the first place, the Parliamentary 
Returns give us all the facts collected from every district in 
the country, while the prevalent impression is derived merely 
from such facts as appear in the newspapers, or as may chance 
to fall under our own observation and that of our friends. It 
is possible enough, notwithstanding all we have lately heard 
about garotters in the neighbourhood of the metropolis, that 
the aggregate number of robberies with violence may prove, 
when the complete and final records of England and Wales 
are made up, not to have been materially if at all in excess of 
ordinary years.—In the second: place, the published returns 
are always about twelve months in arrear of the actual 
occurrences that are passing under our eyes. We judge by 
what we see and hear in 1862 :—we read in Blue Books of 
what happened in 1861. 

We have now before us the “Judicial Statistics” for the 
latter year—a most complete and instructive volume (as far 
as regards England and Wales) both of the amount, nature, 
movement, and cost of crime. Our readers can scarcely fail 
to be interested in such an analysis of the more remarkable 
statements contained in this record as we are able to lay before 
them. And first as to the supposed increase of crime—a 
matter in reference to which we cannot with much advantage 
go back beyond 1857, at which date a new law ana 
ment as to the cases which were sent for trial and those which 
were summarily disposed of by magistrates and justices, came 
into operation. 

The number of minor offences and of summary convictions 
remains nearly stationary ; which, as the population is increas-

The total commitments in the five years 1852-56 were 
129,000, and in the subsequent five from 1857-62 only 
89,000, showing a decrease of 40,000; but as nearly the 
whole diminution appears under the head of simple larcency, 
the apparent change may be attributed to the operation of 
the “Summary Convictions’ Act to which we have already 
alluded. It is, however, satisfactory to notice that if we add 
the entire number of convictions before magistrates and con- 
victions at sessions and assizes together, we do not find that 
the recent increase has much exceeded the natural progress of 
population. Thus, the total convictions in 1857 were 
248,781, and in 1861, 277,389. 





The same volume from which we have gleaned the above 
statements tells us also, as far as is officially known, the ex- 
pense incurred by the country for the repression, detection, 


and maintenance of this vast amount of crime. It appears 
that we spent last year, in England and Wales alone, for

This is in addition to the cost of our convict establishments 
in Bermuda, Gibraltar, and Western Australia, for which a 
vote of 170,000/ was taken last year. Nor is any account 
here taken of the portion of the salaries of our Judges and 
Law Courts and of clerks in the Home Office, which ought 
fairly to be set down to the debit of the crime of the country. 
On the other hand, we have made no allowance for the value 
of the labour performed by convicts and ordinary prisoners, 
which somesanguine and liberal paymasters estimate at upwards 
of 200,000/. If we set the one against the other, we arrive 
at the conclusion that the known cost of the known crime of 
England and Wales does not fall far short of two millions and 
a half per annum. 

But this is by no means the whole. What we have given 
is merely the expense incurred in keeping the peace, in watch- 
ing and pursuing malefactors, and in guarding and punishing 
those whom we are fortunate enough to detect and capture. 
It takes no account of the thieves and depredators who are at 
large, and who live by crime,—and who, therefore, are just 
as truly maintained at the expense of the community as their 
less fortunate brethren who are in prison. In the one case 
we feed them: in the other they feed themselves ;—that is 
really the only difference. It is certain, too, that they will 
not maintain themselves out of prison as cheaply per head as 
we maintain them in prison. Now in ordinary gaols they 
cost 26/ each ; in convict prisons about 33/:—when at large there- 

fore, we cannot estimate the expense of their living—i.c., the rate 
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they levy on the community in the way of larceny in 
form or another—at less than 30/a year. Probably it is mugh 
more. Now the number of thieves, vagrants, petty pilferem, 
receivers of stolen goods, and others who live by dishonest 
practices, and who are known to the police (exclusive of 
prostitutes), is 90,800. But as ail certainly are not known, we 
may safely calculate the total number at 100,000, whose 
support at the above rate of 30/ a head, comes to 3,000,000] 
per annum. There is little that is really conjectural in this 
estimate :—as far as it is uncertain and inaccurate, it is nearly 
sure to err on the side of deficiency, not of excess. If, then, 
we add this sum to that previously ascertained, we arrive aj 
the conclusion that the criminal classes of this country, leay. 
ing Scotland and Ireland out of view, cost us no less an 
annual sum than between 5,000,000/ and 5,500,0001. 





We are not able to give the particulars of Irish crime and 
its growth with anything of the same completeness as we can 
in the case of England, nor shall we attempt it. The follow. 
ing tables, however, show a very satisfactory result :-—

THE DESIRABILITY OF A RESUMPTION OF CASH 

PAYMENTS BY AUSTRIA. 
Tae Austrian exchange has risen from 145 florins, at which 
it stood some eighteen months ago, to 113 for ten English 
pounds. This is a great success, and very encouraging to 
proceed in the path of reform. It is due in some measure 
to the general progress which Austria is making and the con- 
fidence she inspires, but in a still more especial manner to the 
recent Bank Act, which peremptorily enacts the resumption 
of cash payments in 1867. The adoption of a right principle 
on so vital a matter for the welfare of the State reflects great 
credit on the newly-born Parliament, and holds out bright 
hopes for the future; and it must be very satisfactory to the 
Government to see improvement follow so rapidly on their 
honest attempts to do better. 

But we earnestly trust that the Austrian statesmen will not 
be unduly elated by the success of this achievement ; for, after 
all, they have as yet rather indicated their intention to do 
what is right hereafter than actually done it now. It would 
be an egregious mistake and a very serious misfortune, if they 
were to fall into the error of supposing that any real good has 
been accomplished, so long as the root of the evil— 
an inconvertible currency—has not been destroyed 
To rely on the present rise in the exchange would 
be a pure delusion. They must remember that the evil of 
an inconyertible ourrency to traders consists, not im 
the extent of the depreciation, but in the fluctuations of the ex- 
change and the oscillations to and fro in the value of property. 
A high or a low exchange is of no importance, provided it is 
steady. If England were to revive the practice of medieval 
Kings, and debase her sovereigns with one-fifth of worthless 
alloy, they would sink to sixteen shillings of value, and the ex- 
change with France would drop to twenty franes ; but for all that, 
the new coin would be a perfectly sound one for sixteen shillings, 
and the new exchange of twenty francs would work quite a8 
well as that of twenty-five. But the case would be vitally 
altered, if this tampering with the coin were to occur fre- 
quently, or were even expected to occur frequently. Most 
mischievous confusion would constantly spring up in commer- 
cial transactions : no debtors or creditors could feel sure as to 
the value of the payment which would ultimately be made 
between them. The creditor would be alarmed at the pros- 
pect of receiving sovereigns worth only fourteen shillings: 
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the debtor would tremble at the thought of being called 
to produce the full tale of sovereigns worth eighteen. 
Precisely the same uncertainty must still haunt the foreign 
merchant who wishes to open trade with Austria. It may 
be very encouraging to him to hear that her credit is rising in 
the world, and that her paper currency is approaching par ; 
but this does not lessen his uneasiness at having to deal with 
exchanges liable to such terrible fluctuations. He may have 
gent orders from England to purchase a cargo of wheat or 
minerals, when he would have to pay, as but a very short time 
ago, only ten pounds sterling for 130 florins: with what dis- 
may will he have learnt that in settling his account his agents 
in Austria drew on him for ten pounds for évery 113 florins 
that his corn cost. It would be no consolation to him to be 
told that the Austrians were rejoicing in their improved cur- 
rency : he would simply feel that to deal with a country 
whose currency was beset with such dangerous fluctuations 
would soon bring him to ruin. His first venture would pro- 
bably be his last : he would not trade with Austria again till 
a convertible currency gave him solid ground to stand upon. 


The very cause of the recent rapid rise of the exchange 
must be full of suspicion and alarm for the foreign trader. 
There has been no calling in of notes; the amount of the 
issues in circulation has not been reduced; the notes are as 
inconvertible as ever ; their numbers in as great excess. How 
is it, then, he will ask, that so violent a change has come 
to ? Is the ground gained likely to be permanently 
retained ? Will the exchange—which is the essential point— 
be steady? That must depend upon the cause which is at 
work :—What is that cause? It can only be a hoarding of 
notes by the Austrian public in the expectation of an early 
redemption of them in silver at par. The Bank Act has 
prescribed 1867 as the period when the notes will be payable 
in coin on demand; it is possible that this term may be 
anticipated ; and, consequently, it is obvious to many Aus- 
trians that to invest ten pounds’ worth of silver in 113 florins 
in notes, which will before long bring back the 10/ with 102, 
and leave 11 florins of profit, is an exceedingly promising 

ation. The consequence is, that all over Austria those 
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ch who hold notes are reluctant to part with them at their 
sh depreciated value; and those who have spare money are 
to tempted to employ it in the purchase of notes, to be kept till 
ire the day of payment in cash. The effect of this state of 
m~ feeling is precisely the same as if a certain amount of the 
he paper currency had been called in by the Government: the 
on circulation is contracted; the notes have become more valu- 
le able ; and the exchange against silver has risen. 

vat All this may be very satisfactory to the Austrian Govern- 
. ment ; but it is anything but comfortable to the foreign trader, 
e 


or even to debtors and creditors with long engagements in the 
country itself. The basis of the rise is opinion, a feeling, a 
speculation ; and that is just what the regular trader hates. 


ot Such a danger is impossible with metallic currencies. The 
ar exchange between England and France. can never fluctuate 
do beyond a score of centimes or so; for as soon, for instance, as 
ld an English sovereign fetches only 25 frances in bills in London, 
ey the English debtor takes his gold to Paris and gets some 
a8 25.20 for his pound. The fluctuation is limited by the cost 


Fluctua- 
od, tions, on the contrary, springing from ignorance, uncertainty, 
ld and the alarms of the imagination, are the pest of inconvertible 
of currencies, and that pest is as great a nuisance to the trader, 
in whether it moves upwards or downwards.

y trian Government, The evil is not, and never can be cured, 
is till the currency has been placed on the only sound founda- 
al | tion of being convertible into coin on demand.

Cash payments must be resumed, 
8, and the resumption cannot be too speedy. Every day’s delay 
as inflicts a heavy cost on Austria. There is no truth better 
ly established now in political economy than that the wealth of 
e- & community consists in the activity and productiveness of its 
st annual industry, Industry suspended is wealth lost. The 
r- imterests of Austria, of her Exchequer, and her people, depend 


on the expansion of her industry: to prevent that in- 
dustry from going to work is simply to resolve not to be 
rich. The resumption of cash payments may be at- 
tended with some cost; but that cost is the veriest 
| trifle compared with the profits of increased industry. By the 
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Bank Act, Austria must wait four years before the fluctuations 
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of her currency are to be averted, We assert with confi- 
dence, that the gain of a few months of augmented trade 
would repay every possible expense of rendering the currency 
convertible, and would leave an enormous balance of profit for 
the remainder of the time won. The difference between a steady 
exchange on the stable basis of a metallic currency and an un- 
steady exchange on the undulating surface of imconvertible 
paper, means the difference between thousands of eager traders 
opening up commerce with Austria and the unproductive 
stagnation of delay waiting during four years of inaction. The 
possibility of reaping the benefit and averting the loss, of 
itself imposes the responsibility and the duty of accomplish- 
ing these great results on the Austrian Government. They 
have proved their patriotism already ; they have manifested 
their knowledge of what the right path is by the provisions of 
the Bank Act ; they have still to exhibit a yet higher wisdom 
in at once grasping the prize, which they have acknowledged 
to be their legitimate aim, and which is clearly within their 
reach. The men who have had the clearness of vision to de- 
cree the resumption of cash payments, can never submit to a 
delay which would be as compromising to their intelligence as 
it would be injurious to the prosperity of the Treasury and of 
the Austrian people.

GAME DAMAGES, 
NorHrxe is more common, where e is ed on an estate 
and the tenant-farmers complain of the injury inflierad upon them 
by game depredations, than to hear from the preservers and their 
agents that these complaints are exaggerated, that imperfections 
pointed out in the crops arise from other causes, and that the 
actual mischief occasioned by the game is really of very small 
amount, In the ordinary case, where the tenants have submitted 
to the reservation of the game to the landlord without any stipes 
tions for paymert of game damages, the counter statements of the 
farmers and the landlord are not subjected to any practical test. 
The farmers go on complaining until they are ruined, or only 
avoid ruin by timely escape from their farms, while the landlord 
often sees tenant after tenant |in succession quitting his estate a 
poorer, and perchance a wiser man than he entered, without 
admitting the mischiefs game preservation has inflicted upon all 
who attempt to farm on his estate. 

It is often said by those intimately acquainted with husbandry in 
game-preserved districts, that dessa for payment of damages 
where the game is preserved ‘‘in excess,” afford no substantial or 
effective protection to the farmer from game injuries, because the 
constant operation of the game nuisance in with 
farming in so many ways, indirect as well as direct, that with the 
dest intention to afford the suffering husbandman full redress, no 
valuer can ascertain and estimate the full measure of injury suffered 
by a farmer from game on his farm over which he has no control. 
This we believe to be strictly true. Not only is the direct injury 
from the game difficult to be accurately ascertained, but the injury 
effected by untoward seasons is either caused or vated by the 
previous or concurrent damage done by the neh O good seasons |; 
game animals lessen the productiveness of the crops ; in bad seasons 
thy often convert what, in the absence of game, would be an in- |, 
different produce into a very bad one. But whocan say what part | 
of the short crop h»s been caused by game and what by the season ? | 
At all events, no ove save the farmer who watches his crops from |} 
day to day can fully estimate the injury he sustains and attributes 
to the right cause. Hence it is that where there are sti i 
for paying game damages the result is never satisfactory to the 
landlord, while the tenant-farmer knows that he has not received 
anything like full compensation for his injury. Desiring as we do, 
to present to the agricultural community and to the landowners.a 
full and true view of the injurious operation of game, we gladly 
avail ourselves of a practical instance of damages claimed and in 
part allowed to tenants for game depredations. 

Sir Henry Meux, formerly one of the members for Hertfordshire, 
is possessed of the Theobald’s Park mansion and estate in that 
county, upon which he preserved game and rabbits to an incredible 
extent. Game preservation was with him a mania. Differing. 
however, in his practice from many game preservers, he kept in 
his own occupation several of his farms, upon which the game and 
rabbits were thus preserved, and the Sone done was there- 
fore done to his own crops. Some time 1858, Sir Henry 
Meux having become lunatic, his estates were 
relatives appointed Committee of Estate by the Master in 
and under the authority of the Lord Chancellor, 
farms which, while Sir Henry was in. health, had su 
been let to two tenants, Mr Minter and Mr Morgan, 
whom came from other districts, and are experienced 
They complained of game damage, and that the te of 
estate had made representations on the subject which had not 
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fulfilled, and with a view to obtain redress presented a memorial 
to the Lord Chancellor, from which we extract the material 

“In the autumn of 1858 your memorialists agreed to hire two 
farms, called respectively “ Burnt Farm” and “ Old Park Farm,” 
both situated in or near the centre of Theobald’s Park estate. 
These farms had previously been occupied by the proprietor for 
the purpose of breeding and rearing game. 

“* While negotiating for the said farms, your memorialists were 
each assured by the agent that the e of all kinds was to be 
considerably reduced, and that for the future the Committee de- 
sired only to preserve a moderate quantity for the occasional amuse- 
ment of Lady Meux and a few of her friends. The agent at the 
same time represented to your memorialists that the hares on the 
estate had been, and were likely to remain, so few, that any in- 
jury they might do to your memorialists’ crops could not be worth 
consideration. A promise was at the same time made that the 
rabbits were to be entirely put down.......... 


‘‘The promises and representations made have been neglected 
or falsified, greatly to the injury, and, if not checked, will inevita- 
bly effect the ruin of your memorialists. 


“Tt was represented ‘ that the game was to be only moderately 
preserved.’ To effect this moderate preservation there are from 
eight to ten keepers constantly employed, and their operations 
are almost entirely confined to the farms of your memorialists 
and the covers which they enclose, comprising about one thousand 
acres. This gives one keeper for every hundred acres of strictly 
preserved land, excluding the outlying farms, from which the game 
is as much as possible removed, with the view of having it con- 
centrated on the central portion of the estate, where its preserva- 
tion is more easily effected. Two large establishments of barn- 
door fowls are kept, in which are hatched under hens all the 
pheasants’ eggs found on the estate and perhaps elsewhere. The 
young pheasants, when fit, are turned into the covers which are 
surrounded by your memorialists’ farms, and by these means a 
large supply of pheasants, fed at certain seasons upon your 
memorialists’ crops, is kept up within this small area for battue 
shooting. It is believed that in no part of the kingdom is there 
so large a head of game raised in proportion to the extent of area. 

‘** With reference to hares, they were represented to be so few 
that any injury they were likely to do could not be worth con- 
sideration. This meen has been entirely falsified by an 
importation of nearly one hundred hares in one batch being let 
into the covers during the first season of your memorialists’ 
occupancy of the farms. Again, during that and the succeeding 
season all the keepers and the gentlemen who held their battues 
on the estate carefully abstained from killing any hares, with the 
view of increasing the stock. Further, all the farm labourers in 
the district are encouraged by rewards to take to the keepers all 
young hares they find, by whom they are put down near the 
céntre of the estate to increase the central stuck. The effect has 
been so to multiply the number of hares on your memorialists’ 
farms, that their depredations on the corn and root crops have 
been quite devastating. 

“‘ With reference to rabbits, instead of being entirely kept 
down, no serious attempt has yet been made by the keepers to ex- 
terminate them. Your memorialists have licence to destroy 
rabbits (otherwise than by shooting) on the lands they occupy, 
but these lands are so intersected by covers from which your me- 
morialists are excluded, that without the co-operation of the 
keepers such licence in not available forthe destruction of rabbits. 
Instead of affording such co-operation, the keepers throw every 
possible obstacle in the way of the men employed by your memo- 
rialists to take the rabbits, which from time to time leave the 
covers to feed upon your memorialists’ crops. 

“The efforts made by your memorialists to destroy these 
animals are very troublesome and expensive, and yet, through the 
want of co-operation on the part of the keepers, are only partially 
effective. 

“The consequence is, that these animals emerge from the 
covers where they are unfairly harboured and do great injury to 
your memorialists’ crops. 

“There are other evils arising incidentally from the system 
— of breeding and rearing game by which your memorialists 
suffer severe losses. Paths are made, fences injured, and crops 
trodden down by a number of keepers constantly traversing the 
lands ; and when the farmers’ crops are not available for the feeding 
of game, then large tities of grain are distributed for them 
within the covers. is grain has the effect of attracting to the 
covers a great number of wood pigeons and rats; the former of 
which first prey upon the newly-sown grain so as to render it 
difficult, if not impossible, to secure a full plant of corn; they 
again prey upon the crops when they are approaching maturity, 
so as to materially lessen the yield; these Cirds also do great 
injury to root and clover crops. The rats, which are perpetuated 
by the system, consume a very large part of the meagre produce 
left to your memorialists by the other descriptions of vermin. 

lh many hundreds of rats are annually caught, at a great 
expense to your memorialists, they do not appear to be greatly 
diminished in number, as the supply created in the manner stated 
seems inexhaustible. 
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*: There are other acts of omission and commission with 


your memorialists feel aggrieved, but with these they do not desire 
to trouble your Lordship. 


“The result of the matters referred to has been most disastrous 
to your memorialists,as the returns from the land cultivated by them 
have in many cases been insufficient to pay the expenses of culti. 
vation, without including rent or any return for capital invested, 
Since your memorialists entered on the said farms they have each 
expended large sums of money upon them, which money will tog 
great extent be lost through the existing circumstances not proy.- 
ing in accordance with the representations made. 


“Tt may be asked, why the alleged promisesand representations 
were not stated in the written contracts for hiring the farms? To 
this your memorialists would reply, that they would not have 
hired the farms at all if they had not supposed they were deali 
with gentlemen whose words and honour it would be an insult to 
doubt. At the time of hiring the farms, your memorialists were 
strangers to the neighbourhood and to the gentlemen with whom 
they had to deal, and as the promises and representations were 
made by the ‘local agent’ whose appointment was sanctioned 
by the ‘high court’ over which your Lordship presides, they 
did not for a moment doubt the faithful fu'filment. ‘The 
confidence of your memorialists has, however, been misplaced, 
the ‘local agent’ having since refused, on principle, a 
he says, to examine the alleged damage done to your memoralists’ 
crops, as, according to the written terms of the agreements, no 
liability could be attached to the Committee if the whole erops 
were destroyed. 


“Every means which could be suggested have been adopted 
with the object of having the grievances complained of equitably 
and amicably adjusted, without any further effect than that of 
inducing an offer of twenty-five pounds each, which is now finally 
adopted as the ultimatum. This it would be impossible to accept, 
as the losses sustained by one of your memorialists during the last 
two years are estimated at little short of ‘eight hundred pounds’ 
from the causes described, and those of the other at fully ‘seven 
hundred pounds.’ 


“Your memorialists are advised that an action at common law 
would, under the circumstances, afford them relief, but they are 
reluctant to engage in expensive, vexatious, and uncertain proceed- 
ings.” And they asked that an inquiry might be instituted. 

Some proceedings were, we believe, afterwards taken, which 
resulted in a general reference to arbitration, and to each of the 
memorialists a sum of 650/, with all costs, was awarded, 


This is a practical case, teaching by example. No doubt the 
local agent intended to represent the truth, and that he expected 
only a moderate head of game would be preserved, but where ten 
paso are employed on an estate, a large and mischievous 

ead of game will be inevitable. There is no cure for game pre- 
servation but the dismissal of the gamekeepers to some more 
profitable occupation. As an example of the pecuniary results of 
game preserving, we are told that this estate, the rental of which 
is 5,000/ per annum, has never paid its own expenses.

The reform of the navigation laws is on the order of the day, 
and hopes are entertained that it will be accomplished in the 
course of the present year. A pamphlet entitled ‘* Questions de 
Marine,” by M. Jules Itier, which has just been published, 
throws great light on the subject. According to this gentleman, 
who appears to be thoroughly familiar with all the details of the 

uestion of which he treats, the inferiority of French merchant 

ipping compared with that of other countries is owing—1, to 
the protection and the privileges of all sorts which have been 
accorded to it; 2, to the protective system established in France, 
which had the effect of rendering dear all manufactured and other 
tions, whereby the export of them was checked; and 3, and 

above all, to what is called the “ maritime inscription "—that is, 
the regulations in force relative to the manning of the Imperial navy, 
and the employment of the workmen in the national dockyards.

int M. Itier states facts which are not generally known in 

gland. He thus describes the famous “ maritime inscrip- 
tion”:—‘* The object of the maritime inscription is to keep con- 
stantly at the disposition of the State all the workmen of callings 
connected with the sea, It comprises on its lists every man who 
during the space of two years has been engaged in fishing, not 
only in the see, but in rivers as far as the tide or sea-going vessels 
ascend ; every man who has navigated for eighteen months, or 
made two distant voyages, is forcedly inscribed (“ classed”) from 
the age of eighteen, and his name cannot be taken off the lists 

(“unclassed”) until a year after his declaration that he does not 
intend to go to sea ugain; but even after such a declaration the 
slightest fishing operation, the shortest voyage, is sufficient to have 
his name inscribed again. In time of war the name is not allowed to 
be taken from the li-ts, and the sailor may be indefinitely detained 
in Government veesels until he has attained the age of fifty ; and he 
is then discharged without a pension and without recompense, if he 
has not received serious wounds, been 300 months at sea, either in 
the Imperial or the merchant navy, and be sixty years old. Like 
the serf at the beginning of the monarchy, he is tied down all his 
life to certain places, and cannot leave them without permission. 
When, however, he is wanted, he is dragged away from his wife 
and children, and sent to serve at a distance. Let us add, that 
service on board Government vessels is very severe, and that hu- 
miliating and cruel punishments are sometimes inflicted on sailors. 
And it is not only to sailors, properly so-called, that the maritime 
inscription applies: it is extended to all shipwright, caulkers, 
niggers, engine-men, stokere, &c., of the merchant navy.” 

_ In order to escape the odious thraldom of the maritime inscrip- 
tion, the populations on the coasts abstain more and more every 
year from sea-faring occupations. ‘The number of fishermen has 
everywhere declined, and the consequence is that fish has become 
Very dear in the interior. In the South of France, says M. Itier, 
there would be an absolute scarcity of fish, owing to the lack of 
fishermen, if Sardinians and Catalonians did not supply the 
markete ; and though they are allowed to do so, itis a violation of 
the law. Even in tidal rivers fishing has declined, and in some, 
the Vilaine to wit, has entirely ceased. In the Bidassoa the Go- 
Yernment has had to exempt French fishermen from the maritime 
imMecription in order to induce them to continue to compete with 
the iards. As regards workmen, the system produces the 
same effect :—men shun shipyards, in which they are for the first 
part of their lives slaves to the Government, and can, on its mere 
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whim and pleasure, be whisked from the North to the 
South of France, and vice versa, and even be sent abroad. 
The result to which all this leads will be t to eo one 
with a moment's reflection :—there is an dearth of sea- 
faring men and of shipyard workmen; and the consequence of 
the dearth, as regards the Imperial navy, is that’ the maritime 
inscription fully counted only gives, according to M. Itier, 65,000 
men,—a number insufficient to supply the fleets in time 

whilst as regards merchant shipping it makes the 
masters aud of men greater than those of most 

and therefore renders the competition of the French 
out of the question. The scarcity of workmen 
makes their wages higher than in other countries, whereby 
heavy burden is imposed on the Government, and the construction 




























































of meschant ships becomes very dear. On the whole, from 
these two causes, M. Itier calculates that French ship- 
owners stand at a disadvantage of 30 cent. compa’ 


to men of the same branch of trade in foreign countries. 
In addition to this (as has been explained in preceding letters), 
they are subjected to serious expense and inconvenience 
by regtlations as to the number of men they are to em ac- 
cording to the tonnage of their vessels, the manner in which they 
are to feed and lodge them, the quantities of materials their 
vessels are to carry for repairs, the bringing home of men when 
they they are discharged at a port different to that from which 
they sailed, &c. And lastly, they have to pay too high duties on 
materials imported for shipbuilding, and on the nationalisation 
of foreign vessels. It is certainly desirable that all these griev- 
ances should be swept away; and when they are gone, French 
shipowners themselves will have no reasonable pretext whatever 
for demanding protection. 


It appears that the Frenchman of the name of Lambert who 
has lately made himself very busy in the Isle of Madagascar, has 
obtained from the King thereof, in addition to concessions of land 
and forests in the interior and on the coaste, the exclusive privi- 
lege of working all the mines of coal, salt, gold, iron, silver, copper, 
or lead, which exist, or may hereafter be discovered in the island ; 
and hes also obtained from His Majesty a palace, certain industrial 
establishments, and exemption from taxation for all his conces- 
sions. In return for all this, he undertakes to “ aid the King 
according to his power in his projects of amelioration and civilis- 
ation.” The Frenchman evidently better understands how to 
drive a bargain than the monarch of Madagascar 

A statistical return, just published, shows that the quantity of 
cotton received at Havre in the course of last year was 171,370 
baler, making an average 3,296 per week in 1861; the quantity 
was 557,750, weekly average 10,726; in 1860, 632,195, weekly 
average 12,158. ‘Ihe sales in 1862 were 252,535 bales, making a 
weekly average of 4,856; in 1861, 524,820, weekly average

The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Credit Mobilier 
is to take place on the 9th April.

In consequence of the extension of French commeree on the 
Western coast of Africa, the Government has appointed a Vice- 
Consul at Whydah to act in the territories of the Kings of 
Dahomey and Porto Novo. 

Letters from Lyons record the failure of Messrs V. Guyon and 
Co., bankers, of that city, with liabilities to the amount of 
200,000/ English :—assets not stated. The failure is believed to 
have been occasioned by large advances to firms engaged in cotton 
manufactures, which firms have become embarrassed by the ex- 
cessive dearness of cotton. The letters also state that the town 
has suffered from the failure of a commission agent at Paris 
owing it 20,0007; and lastly, that some extensive robberies to the 
rare of certain silk firms have just been discovered.

THE MALT DUTY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Siz,— Will you allow me to say a few words on that standing 
grievance of the farmers—the malt duty? I admit at once that 
its real evils are exaggerated, and others attributed to it that are 
imaginary. I do not forget that the duty produces a revenue of 
5,000,000/ or 6,000,000/ a year ; I know that taxes on beve 
form a body corporate of which you cannot remove one mem 
without affecting all the rest ; I am not sanguine enough, or, if you 
please, unreasonable enough, to expect that beer should escape 
untaxed ; I will go further and admit, for the present at least, 
that beer is a legitimate object of taxation;—but I would ask 
whether the brunt must needs fall upon malt? Beer should be 











It is true that there was formerly a duty upon beer which was 
found so objectionable that it was selected for repeal. But -cir- 
cumstances are changed since 1830. Beer in those days was 
roughly classified as “ table,” “intermediate,” and ‘ strong,” and

Many ago a process was 
introduced by which the gravity of the worts, ee thence 
the quantity of malt, employed in brewing a given sample of beer, 
could be ascertained, The Board of Inland Revenue adopted 
this process for the purpose of calculating the drawback to be paid 
on beer exported. In 1853, seven rates of drawback were allowed, 
the quantity of malt consumed to a barrel of 36 gallons — de- 
termined to within half a bushel. The new plan worked well, and 

an Act passed in 1861, the number of rates of drawback was, at 
7 request of the brewers themselves, inereased from seven to 
eighteen, and the malt used to a barrel is now measured to within 
one-fifth of a bushel, or even less. A detailed return respecting 
the exports of beer laid before Parliament at the close of last 
session, the reports of the Board of Inland Revenue, and the con- 
sent-giving silence of exporters, show that, although carried to 
such a degree of nicety, the testing process works smoothly and 





Now, Sir, I would ask, why may not the same system be applied 
to the duty to be charged on beer at home that is already so success- 
fully sone to ascertain the drawback on the hundreds of thou- 
sands of barrels annually exported ? Let the same duty be levied 
upon malt in beer that now falls upon malt out of beer. 

The Exchequer would lose nothing, as no malt but that made 
into beer now pays duty,— malt for distillation being duty free, and 
malt far other purposes suppressed by the existing method of taxa- 
tion. Homage would be rendered to the principles of political 
economy by. the substitution of a tax on the article prepared for 
consumption for one levied on the raw material. The farmer 
would be at liberty to malt his grain for feeding or any other ob- 
ject, and if he should not do so, at all events would no longer 
cherish a rankling feeling that the Legislature unnecessarily inter- 
fered with and hampered his operations. 

It may be thought that, since there are only 6,000 maltsters in 
the United Kingdom, while the brewers amount to 40,000, the 
number of persons subjected to Excise supervision would be greatly 
extended by shunting the malt duty on to beer. But the brewers 
are already necessarily in no slight degree under the hand and eye 
of the exciseman ; the officer’s visits to the brewer’s premises 

ight become more frequent and his inspection more stringent, 
but the number of persons subject to Excise superintendence would 
be diminished, so that the preseut staff and the present expendi- 
ture of the Board of Inland Revenue would be sufficient, if not 
more than sufficient, for the collection of the proposed beer duty. 

Country gentlemen and farmers must, however, if they wish to 
be relieved of the malt duty, manfully make up their minds to an 
equivalent tax upon beer brewed in private houses. With a little 
good-will, such a tax need entail little or no vexation either to the 
payer or the receiver thereof, and a brief experience would dispel 
the superstitious dread of it that. now obseures some bucolic minds. 
Persons brewing at home might be annually called upon to make 
a return of the bushels of malt they brewed, as well as of the 
number of their servants, horses, dogs, &e. Now that the 
poorer classes can everywhere purchase, almost at their 
own doors, beer, better and cheaper than they could 
ever make at home, brewing is confined to large families or 
to employers of labour. The operation, if attempted to be carried 
on: in secret, would be almost as little likely to eseape the general 
information and acuteness of the Excise officers as illicit distilla- 
tion. There wou!d be but few opportunities for, and little temptation 
to, evasion; in fact, it is evident that the Government entertain 
little apprehension on this score, for Mr Gladstone last session 
volunteered to piopose a tax on private brewing, the only im- 


| mediate seeurity for the due payment of which would have been 


the honesty and good faith of the tax-payers themselves. 

The agriculturists might ibly, after a prolonged and sys-~ 
tematic agitation, obtain a reduction of the malt tax: a reduction, 
however, would leave them in lighter fetters, but still in fetters, 
A simple 
repeal of the malt duty they have at present no chance of procur- 
ing, and no right to expect. But they have every right to expect

sities of the Exchequer, and that the substitution of a duty upon 
beer for the existing malt duty would go far to afford them.—I am, 
BaRLeycorn.

A commercial report from Bombay, to Dec. 12, says:—Imports-—The 
past fortnight has been avery quiet one. Shirtings have dee about 
4 annas per piece. Madapollams, T-cloths, and longcloths are 1 and 2 
annas lower. Jacconets are almost the only class of goods which have 
not suffered in value. In bleached fabries there is but little doing, and 
printed styles are less inquired for. Twist is exceedingly dull, and 
latterly no sale has been effected. Metals—Copper has further declined ; 
other descriptions are unchanged in value, but in little request. 


The Commission appointed by the Russian Government to inquire 
into the reform of taxation has proposed that the duty upon the im- 
portation of raw sugar should be reduced. It is intended that the 
reduction shall commence with 1864, and proceed gradually by a fourth 
of a rouble annually upon each pood (a Russian weight of about forty 
pounds) until 1870, at which period the duty upon sugar imported by 
land and sea shall be equalised to 14 roubles.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

A very small supply of English wheat was on sale here, to-day, 
in poor condition. Dry samples moved off steadily, at fall prices ; 
but dampqualities met with a slow sale, on former terms. In foreign 
whest, ne a moderate business was transacted, yet the quotations 
were well supported. Malting barley was in request, at extreme 
rates; and other kinds ruled steady as to price. In the value of 
oats no improvement took place, notwithstanding that the supply 
on offer was very moderate. Beans and peas were in slow demand, 
at previous currencies. Flour changed hands to a moderate 
extent, and prices ruled firm. This week’s imports amount to 
16,050 quarters of wheat ; 8,630 barley; 4,340 oats; 1,670 sacks 
and 15,210 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, wheat was in fair request, at full 

ices. Flour, however, moved off slowly, at late rates; but 
maize fully supported Tuesday's currency. 

The transactions in wheat at Alexandria, during the week ending 
Dec. 26, were very moderate ; nevertheless, good and fine pro- 
duce supported previous rates. Beans were in good demand, at 
fall quotations. Cotton seed was very firm. No Beheireh beans, 
lentils, or peas were offered at market. The sales were as 
follows :—Saide wheat, private trade produce, 16,375 qrs, 26s to 
288; Beheireh wheat, private trade produce, 1,500 qrs, 23s 6d to 
24s 6d; ditto, ditto, white, 125 qrs, 25s 9d; beans, 2,315 qrs, 
25s to 25s 6d; barley, 225 qrs, 19s to 193 6d; Indian corn, 953 

22s to 23s per quarter free on board: cotton seed, 2,036 tons, 
i ide to 712s. Freights continue very dull, and quotations almost 
nominal, say at 4s 6d per pone for beans to the United Kingdom 
for orders, and for other descriptions in proportion ; by steamer to 
Liverpool, 4s per quarter for beans, wheat, or other grain or seed. 

The sales of the week in the Liverpool cotton market amount to 
51,000 bales, and comprise 21,500 bales to the trade, 22,000 
on speculation, and 7,500 bales for export. The prices of Ame- 
rican descriptions have advanced 3d, and East India }d to 4d per 
lb. Yesterday and to-day the market was quieter, and here 
and there a concession of }d per lb took place. ‘To-day’s sales 
are 3,000 bales.

BraDrorD.—There has been a steady consumptive demand for 
most classes of wool, and a considerable quantity has changed 
hands in small transactions. The finer, and especiall; ~ semi- 
lustre sorte, have met with most inquiry, bright-hai wools 
being just now a good deal out of favour.
